There are places in which you can not only be fed but 
a night's lodging will be given you. At Rochester, in 
Kent, there is a hotel where you can get a supper, a 
night's one , and fourpence on your departure next 
morning. Let us appeal to P.W. readers not to 
make a speciality of week-end trips to Rochester. At no 
other poe in the world do they pay you,for the honour 
of making yourself their guest. 

Bucks is a rare place for hospitality. If you happen 
to be cycling, or wandering in the neighbourh of 
Waddeedon any day in the year, you can in the morn- 
ing or evening demand a drink of new milk, and it will 
be supplied to you free.

In London there are quite a number of medical men 
who are familiarly known as sixpenny doctors, and 
clearly so from fact of their fee for advice and 
medicine usually being 6d. only.

This brief consultation revealed, of course, that the 
shoe-mender had caught the influenza; that instead of 
being able to lie up for three days he could spare no 
longer than thirty-six hours.

same doctor, that by giving a double fee of a shilling 

he, the patient, desired to have the medicine of double 
so as to be “ wound up sharp!” 

If the y doctor visits a patient then there is 
an additional sixpence, but a certain discount in the 
form of atiending for a week, every other day, at a net 
total of three and sixpence for four days. 

Sixpenny doztors are of great service in connection 
with certificates for the excuse of children too unwell 
to attend school, and there is in such cases not only 
medical advice, the usual bottle of medicine, but also a 
certified statement as to the little patient’s health—all 
for half.a-dozen pennies only. 

The large numbers who consult the skilled medical 
men of moderate fee must enable these physicians of the 

x to acquire a particularly wide experience of tke ills 
Phat flesh is heir to. ; 

Small as their fees are, the sixpenny doctors have 
patients who fail to pay, and such ungrateful defaulters 
are usually allowed a grace they so little deserve. It 
says much for the talent and careful attention of the 

doctors that, although even the greatest of our 
heat hospitals have been associated with what in 
South African war news is sometimes described as “an 
unfortunate incident,” yet there is never a complaint 
read of in the Press questioning the treatment of 
patients at tke hands of sixpenny doctors.
